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MANY BILLS AWAITING FINAL 
SBTTLBMBNT. 


The Dingle? Measure lo the Hands of 
The Senate—Pacific Funding Leg 
{alation Likely to Be of Great In­ 
terest—Other Bills That Will Be 
Presented. 


W ashington, Nov. 30.—It Is im prob­ 
able th a t the house a t the coming ses­ 
sion of congress, which begins a week 
from today, will dispose of m uch of 
th e proposed legislation which encum­ 
bers its calendars. L ittle is usually ac­ 
complished a t th e short session, be­ 
yond the passage of the regular supply 
hills. 
The question of legislation for addi­ 
tional revenues for the governm ent will 
depend on the senate, to w hich body 
the house sent the Dingley hill alm ost 
a year ago. If it should he impossible, 
or deemed inexpedient, to press th at 
m easure through the senate, there is 
a possibility th at the proposal to in­ 
crease the revenues by an additional 
tax on beer or the im position of a duty 
on tea and coffee, m ay take tangible 
form , and, if so, such legislation m ust 
originate, under th e constitution, in 
th e lower branch of congress. 
There are on th e several calendars 
o f the house 1,465 bills reported from 
the various committees, and the propor­ 
tion which w ill pass a t th e coming ses­ 
sion m ust be necessarily small. 
The private bills num ber 1,100, but 
there are also 256 bills on the calendar 
on the state of the union and 99 public 
bills on the regular house calendar. 
Some of these are of very great public 
im portance, and those interested will 
no doubt do all in their power to se­ 
cure action upon them . 
The powers lodged in the hands of 
th e 
com m ittee 
on rules, which give 
Its members control of the house pro­ 
gram m e, w ill m ake th a t com mittee th e 
practical arb iter of w hat shall be sub­ 
m itted to th e house for its action. T hat 
com m ittee is composed as a t present 
constituted of the speaker, Mr.*Hender- 
son of Iowa, Mr. Dalzell of Pennsyl­ 
vania and Mr. McMillen of Tennes­ 
see. 
. The bill, which in m any respects is 
of m ost interest and which will press 
hardest for consideration is the Pacific 
railw ay funding bill. The bonds guar­ 
anteed by the governm ent are payable 
early in the com ing year, and either 
an extension or a foreclosure stares 
the roads in the face. 
The friends of 
the N icaragua canal are also bending 
every energy to secure action on the 
bill reported by Mr. Doolittle, which 
provides for a guaranty by the United 
States of $100,000,000 of bonds for the 
construction of the canal. 
The Loud bill, to cure the abuses of 
th e law relating to second-class m ail 
m atter, under which new spaper m at­ 
te r is transm itted a t I cent a pound, 
and which has been th e subject of 
much criticism of th e postoffice depart­ 
m ent because of the advantage taken 
of the law in various ways for the 
transm ission of books and pam phlets, 
w ill also be pressed, as will th e Pickier 
service fusion bill, which occupies a 
favorable position on the calendar as 
A privileged report. 
Among th e other bills are the immi­ 
gration bill, the Chickering bill, for as­ 
certaining the feasibility and cost of a 
ship canal from the great lakes to the 
H udson; several im portant public land 
bills, the bills for the adm ission of 
th e territories, and m any others of es­ 
pecial interest to particular localities. 
T here are also several im portant meas­ 
ures in the senate which m ight come 
over to the house for consideration. 


TH E DINGLEY BILL. 


Senator Gear Believes There W ill Ba an 
Extra Session* 
Burlington, Iowa, Nov. 30.—Senator 
John H. Gear expressed the belief th a t 
th e Dingley bill w ill not be passed, as 
the republicans have not a m ajority In 
the senate, and the m em bers from tb s 
silver states who placed the free-silver 
rider on the bill in the last session w ill 
insist on the same thing again, and the 
silver dem ocrats will probably aid 
them . The thing to do, said he, is for 
the house to report a disagreem ent, 
asking for a com m ittee of conference. 
This will get it before the two houses. 
W hether the house will do this rem ains 
to be seen. 
Senator Gear thnks there will be an 
ex tra session a t an early date, provided 
the present congress fails to pass 
revenue bill. A tariff bill w ill be taken 
up and probably passed. T his bill will 
be a modified revision of the tariff. He 
does not think the money question will 
be touched on a t 
this session, but 
speaks in favor of the plan to refund 
our bonds a t a low rate of interest, 
thus gradually disposing of our green­ 
backs.

Not many centuries after the origin 
of Christianity the church was run 
aground on sacrum en tart an sand-bars 
and theological rocks. 
Its unity was 
destroyed. It was broken np into 
sects and schisms. 
And for hundreds 
of years the chureh baa been out-of 
tench with human thought, human in­ 
terests, human needs. 
It has wasted 
its time in mere ritualistic and doc­ 
trinal efforts. 
And a large percent­ 
age of human beings have grown to 
feel that the church as an institution 
is a dead letter, has outlived its use­ 
fulness, and can be dispensed with 
without loss. They have to a large 
extent abandoned eccleslasticism. The 
priest has ceased to be as impressive 
and as dominant a figure in the world 
as in other ages. 
People do not think of the church 
in the old way—as a refuge to which 
they must flee from the temptations 
a sin cursed-world.

the net yearly income thereof, shall be used and 
applied by my said executors to the support, 
maintenance aud education, or aiding in the 
support, maintenance and education of such in­ 
digent orphan children under tne age of four­ 
teen years, in the said county of Rock and 
state of 
Wisconsin, as in 
tile 
judgment 
of my said executors may be most needy 
and detervtp.g: said income of said five thousand 
dollars lo be so used and applied as above, until 
tile year nineteen hundred, and then the said 
sum of five thousand dollars Is to be given to 
such Pungent, orphan children, in Rock county. 
Wisconsin, as my executors shall thiuk most 
needy and deserving. 
By the will the testator appointed Mark Rip­ 
ley and N. N. Jackman, ol Rock county, to be 
the executors of hts will. The executors named 
in the will have both resigned, both as execuors 
and as trustees, without having entered upon 
the active 
execution of the 
trust created 
thereby, aud the appellant Rexford has been 
appointed executor with the will annexed, and 
trustee under the will. The questions raised 
are: (I) whether the will creates a valid trust, 
and (2) whether the trust eau be executed by a 
trustee appointed by the court. The circuit 
court held: (1.) “that the fifth paragraph of said 
will is void for indefiniteness and uncertainty’’ 
(2) “that the trust created by the fifth para­ 
graph of said will canuot be executed by the de­ 
fendant, John G. Rexford, he not having been 
named as executor lo the said will.” The trus 
tee appeals. 
NEWMAN, J. (I) Is the fifth paragraph of 
the will too indefinite and uncertain in its pro­ 
visions as to who are to belts beneficiaries to 
create a valid trust tor charitable uses? 
One of the essentials of a good bequest for a 
public charity is that there shall be some un­ 
certainty as to who shall belts beneficiaries. 
For, it Is said that if a gift is made for a public 
charitable purpose, “it is immaterial that the 
trustee is uncertain, or incapable of taking, or 
that the objects of the charity are uncertain. 
Indeed it is said, that the vagueness is, in some 
respects, essential to a good gift for a public 
charity; and that the public charily begin* 
where uncertainty in 
the recipient begins. 
Courts look with favor upon all such donations 
and endeavor to carry them into effect, lf It 
can be done consistently with the iules of law. 
Charitable bequests are said to come within 
that department of human affairs where the 
maxim, ut re* magi* raleat, </uam threat, has 
been, and should b<? applied.’’ Perry ou Trusts, 
sec. C87; Dodge v. Williams, 46 Wis. 70; Gould v. 
Taylor Orphan Asylum, id. loc. 
So, It I* no ob­ 
jection to the va'ldity of this bequest that Its 
beneficiaries are uncertain.

The necessary power of the selec­ 
tion of the beneficiaries resides In the trustees. 
Aud it is the duty of the couit to uphold this 
bequest, it it can be done consistently with the 
rules of the law.

It is only the beneficiaries 
who are uncertain. It must be considered to te 
a valid charitable bequest. 
<2.) Can the trust be executed by a trustee 
appointed by the court iu the place of those 
named In the will? 
The will is to be so construed as, if Dosslble, to 
carry out the charitable purpose of the testator 
There is nothing in the will to indicate that the 
testator intended the charity to fail, in case the 
executors whom he named declined to act. The 
gift Is absolute, and its appropriation to the 
charity proposed Is specific, and the general 
scheme plain and clear. There is nothing in the 
nature of the bequest or its object, and no such 
inherent difficulty in the execution of the scheme 
as to suggest that tie testator intended the 
charity to fall lf the executors failed to act.

Whether then, this trust and power was to be 
executed was nit witninthe discretion of the 
trustees. Its performance was imperative upon 
them. It is the duty of courts of equity to see 
to it that it is performed. 
For that purpose a 
new trustee may be appointed with tte same 
powers as tht se named In the will. 
There is 
nothing In the will to indicate that the trustees 
named in the will were selected on account of 
any special confidence or fitness for tile matter 
of this trust. 
The predominant purpose, evi­ 
dently, was to establish the charity proposed 
Independently of the statue, a court of equity 
would appoint a new trustee to carry the trust 
into effect. 
Under the statute—2098 fc. S.—au­ 
thority ample, lf needed, is given. That act pro

In th e F ar N orth. 
A t the office of th e Pacific Steam 
W haling Com pany is a series of four 
rude paintings illu stratin g the w inter 
q u arters of the ten vessels th a t an ­ 
nually sail into M ackenzie bay, in 
the A rctic ocean, and “lay to” to per­ 
m it th e freezing w aters of th e bay to 
hold them safe arid fast till another 
season opens up, says an exchange. 
Five hundred m en find lodgm ent in 
these vessels, and 
from 
convenient 
storehouses, erected on th e adjacent 
shores, draw such supplies as m ay be 
needful in addition to w hat the h u n t­ 
ing and fishing of the region m ay af­ 
ford. 
It m ay be im agined th at these men 
lead a solitary life, rem aining some­ 
tim es five years on a voyage, and as 
m any of them have hom es and fam ilies 
elsew here th eir task becomes a dreary 
one. 
Once a year vessels leave San F ra n ­ 
cisco to go th ith er, carrying supplies 
to them , and th en come the treasured 
letters from hom e and dear ones. T his 
usually occurs about the 1st of August. 
B ut last C hristm as a variation cam e 
in th e m onotony of th eir lives.

Clarence Indians passed by way of 
M ackenzie bay overland for M ontreal 
on business.
